The school cafeteria has been 
patronized this first week far in 
excess of expectations. The P. 
T. A. committee in charge is 
working at a disadvantage, not 
knowing how much patronage to 
expect, as only 35 promised to 
attend regularly, according to a 
recent questionnaire, and on the 
first day more than 75 lined up. 
The attendance ran over 100 one 
day and pupils had to be turned 
away. However, it is hoped that 
this difficulty will adjust itself. 
The project at present is being 
worked out as an experiment to 
determine whether it can be made 
to pay for itself. Next week the 
menu will be changed and only 
one substantial hot dish served, 
single portions 5 cents each, dou¬ 
ble portions 10 cents. It is hoped 
tTiat the purpose of the project 
will be accomplished as well as by 
serving two dishes, and the work 
of preparing and serving greatly 
simplified. The principal of the 
school and the staff of teachers 
are helping the P. T. A. in ev¬ 
ery way, the board by making it 
financially possible for the associa¬ 
tion to use available school equip¬ 
ment and the principal and teach¬ 
ers by rendering other valuable 
assistance.

All of the streets bounding Sierra 
Sierra Madre on the south and west lie 
wholly within the city limits. That puts 
the improvement squarely up to Sierra 
Madre, although the city has control over 
the frontage on only one side of the street. 
The Hastings ranch on the west side of 
Sierra Madre Avenue is county territory. 
Property on the south side of Live Oak and 
Grand View avenue boundaries lies in the 
city of Arcadia. 

Sierra Madre’s street improvement pol¬ 
icy has always been to assess the frontage 
property rather than pay for new improve¬ 
ments out of the general fund. One excep- 
tion has been made—the paving of Sierra 
Madre avenue south of Central. The general 
fund was drawn upon because of it being a 
main entrance artery to the city, and be¬ 
cause it was not feasible to assess both 
sides of the street. 

Now it becomes highly important that 
East Grand View avenue l>e improved to 
connect with Santa Anita avenue paving. 
Live Oak avenue is naturally one of the 
most beautiful streets in Sierra Madre and 
is becoming increasingly important. It is 
destined to be the main east and west 
thoroughfare . between the Foothill boule¬ 
vard and Central avenue. 

It is not too early for the city of Sierra 
Madre to begin negotiations with the city 
of Arcadia looking to the ultimate improve¬ 
ment of these two streets on a basis that 
will be fair to everybody.
